Jesus was a Hard Hat

BETWEEN THE ‘pancake house on Fifth 
Avenue and the chaplains’ apartments on 
Fourth Avenue, a costly and very imposing 
medical building is being constructed. For 
some reason these days all new medical, busi- 


ness and professional buildings are elegant, 


costly and imposing. This one is no exception. 


On the other hand we do get dreadfully upset 
if new church buildings are elegant, costly and 
imposing. We mutter something about not 
needing mortar and stone to worship God. But 
apparently we do for everything else. 


The other morning on my way to work at 
‘Mercy Hospital, I stopped to watch the Hard 
Hats at work on this new medical building. I 
was impressed. It was good to see men work 
so hard and so cheerfully. And it was obviously 
demanding work, hammering nails, sawing 
wood, building. forms, erecting girders. But 


they went at it quite willingly. 


AS I TURNED away to resume my journey 
to Mercy Hospital, I was genuinely grateful to 
the Hard Hats for giving me such a fine inspira- 
tion for the beginning of another day’s work. 


That night as I sat in my lonely apartment, 
I thought of my Hard Hats again. I had just 
finished my professional readings for the even- 
ing and was relaxing with some light litera- 
ture. That night I remember I was reading Dos- 
toevsky’s account of the meeting of the Grand 
Inquisitor and the returned Christ. In the 
story, as told by Dostoevsky, Christ had 
returned again to earth. And, as he did when 
he came for the first time in Galilee, he went 
about the streets preaching, teaching and hea- 
ling. It was the time of the Spanish Inquisition. 


One day the old cardinal, the Grand 
Inquisitor, met the returned Christ in the 
streets as he went about preaching, teaching 


and healing. Naturally the old cardinal, the 
Grand Inquisitor, had the returned Christ 
arrésted and cast into jail. That night in the 
very dead of night the old cardinal came to 
visit the returned Christ in his prison cell. And 
all that night the old cardinal argued very 
eloquently and perhaps very rightly that Christ 
should not have returned — that even now, 
fifteen-hundred years later, the world was not 
yet ready for the return of Christ. 


AS HE DID FIFTEEN-hundred years before, - 
Christ remained silent. Christ had no answer 
to man’s wisdom then, and he had no answer 
that night. As fifteen-hundred.years before, 
there was no solution to the problem of Christ 
except to kill him. There was no other solution 
that night except to kill him. And that is what 
they did. 


But now as I sat in my apartment thinking

At the same time the 
chapel was moved, Father 
William Clavin, founding 
pastor, reconverted milit- 
ary surplus buildings into a 
school, convent * and 
rectory. The school, first in 
the whole Coachella Val- 
ley, opened in September, 
1948 — a month before the 
church. 


THE ARMY chapel 
served parishioners for 20 
years — until the dedica- 
tion in 1968 of the present 


St. Theresa’s, described as 
the most beautiful religious 
architecture in the diocese. 


The church was built by 
Msgr. Nolan who recalled at 
the dedication that it was 
taking place ‘almost 20 
years to the day St. There- 
sa’s saw its first church 
opened.” 


Main sanctuary area of 
the circular church is sur- 
mounted by a high spire 
and Celtic Cross with the 
altar directly under the 
highest point. Exterior 
walls encompass four out- 
door shrines and gardens. 


MSGR: NOLAN has been 
pastor of St. Theresa since 
1961. Born in County 
Limerick, Ireland, in 1925, 
he studied for the priest- 
hood there, but came to the 
San Diego diocese in 1948 


where he completed 
studies. 
He was ordained by 


Bishop Charles F. Buddy in 
St. Joseph’s Cathedral, 
June 4, 1948. He served in 
San Diego and Oceanside 
and became an_ honorary 
prelate in 1970. 


Father Carrier named 
pastor in Holtville 


FATHER Benjamin Car- 
rier, for the past four years 
chaplain at the University 
of San Diego, has been 
appointed pastor in Holt- 
ville. 


The new pastor succeeds 
Father Michael Alcaraz 
who has been at St. Joseph’s 
parish since 1971 and who 
is now taking further 
studies. 


A search committee has 
been established to submit 
names for possible succes- 
sors to Father Carrier, an 
appointment officially 
made by the bishop, even 
though USD is independent 


of direct diocesan control. 


BORN IN MAINE in 1928, 
Father Carrier studied for 
the priesthood at the 
Immaculate Heart Semi- 
nary in this diocese. He was 
‘ordained by Bishop Charles 
Buddy in St. .Joseph’s 
Cathedral March 19, 1959. 


Before he became USD 
chaplain in 1968, he was an 
associate pastor at St. 
Mary’s, El Centro; Sacred 
Heart, Palm Desert; Our 
Lady of Solitude, Palm 
Springs and St. Mary’s Red- 
lands. He also taught at 
Marian High School, Imper- 
ial Beach.

Seat belt 


A letter in a daily newspaper recently averred 
that the decision whether or not to wear a seat belt 
in the car was entirely a matter for personal choice. 


This is another version of the current fallacious': 


propaganda claiming that there is such a thing as 
a victimless crime. 


It is a theological fact that we are incapable of 
achieving anything in isolation. As the poet John 
Donne reminded us, in his immortal line, “No man 
is an island.” Not wearing a seat belt could have 
disastrous consequences for the victim’s family, 
should he die as a result of a collision. And think 
of all the attorneys, coroners and police involved 
in those many cases where lack of a seat belt caused 
injury or death. 


As for the victimless crime — there simply “ain’t 


no such animal.” Father Thomas Corbishley, SJ, 


says in a recent book on Teilhard de Chardin: ‘We 
must say of every man that, over and above his body 
and soul, there is a physical relationship binding 
him to the universe in which he finds his fulfill- 
ment.” We are never apart from the human commun- 
ity, and whatever we do affects that community — 
for good or ill. 


A time to learn 


Father Warren Rouse last week in Answer 
Please! dealt with a question posed by a Jehovah’s 
Witness. Often Catholics find themselves at a disad- 
vantage when debating with these earnest pro- 
selytizers. Their knowledge of the Bible and its spe- 
cial texts sets us back on our heels as we strive to 
deal with their persistent probes. 


The truth is that Catholics generally have not 
studied their faith anywhere near as much as 
Jehovah’s Witnesses and some other sects. The Wit- 
nesses, I believe, are expected to attend five hourly 
meetings a week and devote ten hours a month to 
“witnessing.” Not only does this give them a distinct 
edge when it comes to knowledge, but think of the 
dedication necessary to take on such involvement. 


Can we really imagine what it would be like if all 
Catholics spent ten hours a month witnessing to 
their faith and promoting it with others? And how 
many of us spend five hours a week improving our 
knowledge? Some find even a ten-minute homily too 
much.

Cheap ordination 


Archbishop Francis J. Furey, who for a number 
of years steered the destinies of this diocese before 
going off to the warmer climate of San Antonio, 
Texas, wrote about his ordination to the priesthood 
on the occasion of his anniversary, March 15. 


“The ordination cost me nothing,” he wrote. “This 
was fortunate, since I had no money anyway. There 
were no invitations, no reception, no flowers or 
decorations or banners to worry about. Transporta- 
tion was not a problem because the chapel was 
within easy walking distance of the seminary’s 
dormitories. There were no new clothes, not even a 
new pair of shoes. Looking back at it all after 43 
years, I would not change a thing, with one excep- 
tion. I would try to have some of my family present.” 


Why the lonely, inexpensive ordination? Because 


-he was ordained in 1930 in the chapel of the 


Seminario Romano, Rome. It wasn’t really so lonely 
because there were many other ordinands and many 
seminarians. But no family — not even a distant 
cousin. 


I have a fellow feeling for him. Although one of 
ten children, there were no representatives of my 
family at my wedding 29 years ago in Africa, about 
10,000 miles from home. 


Editorial 


Waving palms 


“The peace of Christ be with you,” we say with 
a wave of the palm or a handshake. 


Nearly two thousand years ago, when Jesus 
entered the city, crowds waved palms at him, 
praising and exhalting him. But after the 
feast they allowed — even sought — his 
crucifixion. 


‘It was a pattern of inconstancy we follow even 
today. 


It is easy and gratifying to wave palms and proc- 
laim Jesus when opinion is favorable. But 
daily we turn away in embarrassment from 
his demands — they seem too unsuitable, so 
extreme in our modern, sophisticated society. 


It is exciting to wave palms for the successful, 
famous and attractive people. But how bitterly 
we judge and condemn our fellowmen. 


For every Palm Sunday in our lives, there is a 
shadow of Good Friday. Are we no different 
from those people of Jerusalem? Or have we 
taken Christ so surely into our lives that we 


are ready for the Resurrection and for Pente- 
cost?

Vatican Il Document on the Apostolate of the Laity 


Since, in our times, variations 
of materialism are rampant 
everywhere, even among 
Catholics, the laity should not 
only learn doctrine carefully, 
but should also provide the 
witness of an evangelical 


life in‘contrast to all 


forms of materialism. 


“If I speak with human tongues and 
angelic as well, but do not have love, 
I am a noisy gong, a clanging cymbal. 
If I have the gift of prophecy and, with 
full knowledge, comprehend all mys- 
teries, if I have faith great enough to 
move mountains, but have not love, I 
am nothing. If I give everything I have 
to feed the poor and hand over my body 
to be burned, but have not love, I gain 
nothing.” (1 Corinthians 13:1+) 


If I use things merely for the 
advancement of my own €¢go it destroys 
them by limiting them to the order that 
goes as far as my ambitions. But if I 
serve them for the sake of the goodness 
the Creator has placed in them I 
encourage their growth. 


Love presumes a certain reverence 
for the beloved, an experiencing of 
their worth in and for themself. Love 
also presumes a respect that sees the 
beloved for their own intrinsic value 
apart from their significance for my 
ego. 


Love takes a purity that can see 


’ beyond my desire for or adversion 


against the beloved. In order to love I 
must see the beloved with a certain 
immediacy, a simple directness. 


This perspective demands a loss of 
self — not the loss of the individual 
existing being what I am, but the loss 
of my self-centered ambitions in so far 
as they are self-centered . Thus love 
demands sacrifice, but sacrifice /pre- 
sumes that I have something to give, 
something to place at the service of the 
beloved. : 


It is love then that causes growth — 
the growth of the lover as he extends 
beyond his own ego, the growth of the 
beloved who receives a new dimension 
in being served. Therefore, without 
love all else is meaningless. Con- 
sequently Jesus could pronounce the 
paradox of all paradoxes: “There is no 
greater love than this: to lay down 
one’s life for one’s friends.” (John 
15:13)

Why don’t they notice? 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about ... Christian community spirit 
and the family that is — or should be 
— the Church. 


In these post-conciliar years of 
over-worked slogans and “key” 
words, the term “community” has 
kept pace with “love” and “involve- 
ment” in the front line of “dia- 
loguing” and the search for rele- 
,vance! 


For several years the emphasis of 
a vast spectrum of parish and dioce- 
san activity has centered on programs 
and exercises devoted to “community. 
building.” 

THE KISS OF peace, home Masses, 
communal penance services through 
to coffee-and-donuts and parish pot- 
luck dinners have been presented as 
avenues to greater communication 
and mutual awareness, with some 
degree of success. 


But despite the apparent concern, 
the endless talk, have we really prog- 
ressed in fostering true community 
responsibility? How concerned are 
members of the parish family for each 
other? 


A friend who has not been well for 
several months told me with chagrin 
_, that no member of her parish had con- 

-tacted her to inquire after her well- 
being, although she had missed Mass 
on several occasions. 


“J ALWAYS SIT in the same place 
in the front pew at 9 o’clock Mass. 
People see me all the time. Why does 
no one notice when I am not there?” 
she asked. “Why does no one Call just 
to see if I’m still alive?” — 


Living alone as she does, and not 
inactive in the community, she is 
oppressed by the thought that she 
could have died, and “‘no one would 
know.” In three months her distress 
was not noticed, nor her absence a 
matter of apparent concern to her fel- 
low Christians. 


There are many people who live 
alone — who attend Mass regularly,

or when they can — why do we not 
know them or notice when they are 
missing? Or, if we do notice, are we 
concerned enough to do something 
about it? What can we do about it? 


WELL, YES, THERE are parish 
organizations which take care of 
these things. There is the Legion of 
Mary for instance. But even they can- 
not act if they are not aware of the 
need. 


We cannot slip away from the 
accusation. What of the individual 
responsibility of professed Christians 
towards.one another? What of our wit- 
ness of Christ within. our own 
worshipping group, let alone the 
teeming world outside? 


If another human being sits alone 
week after week, do we not have an 


obligation to acquaint ourselves with . 


her identity, her circumstances, her 
needs? 


WHAT MEANING is there in the 
kiss of peace and all the grand feeling 
of goodwill, if after the handshake 
and the smile, we dismiss our 
neighbor from our hasty minds — 
until we confront her in the pews next 
week? ; 


Whatever is built by symbolic ges- 
tures and liturgical celebrations, 
unless the soil of mutual concern and 
active charity is firmly established, it 
can have neither substance nor solid 
foundation. 


If we are to speak of community, let 
it be from the heart, not the intellect 
alone. Let it be expressed in thought- 
ful, outgoing action. If we are to claim 
Christian community,-we can admit of 
no strangers in our family — no lonely 
unknowns, no forgotten sick, no 
ignored needs. 


WHY DOES NO ONE notice? Why 
does no one care? It is a sad commen- 
tary on the depth of our Christian 
commitment. It is a revelation of how 
little we still understand of the pur- 
pose of that faith we gather in the 
pews to profess!

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How latest rules 
| on Communion 
apply in the U.S. 


- MORE DETAILS of the Vatican’s new 
instruction increasing reception of Holy Com- 
munion (SC story April 5) have been released 
by the National Catholic Office for Informa- 
tion, Washington, D.C. 


The instruction, ‘“Immensae Caritatis,” 


establishes for the universal Church the prac- 


tice of designating extraordinary ministers of 
Communion, including sisters, brothers and 
lay men and women, who may distribute the 
Eucharist to themselves and others on certain 
occasions. This practice is already fairly com- 
mon in the United States where the bishops’ 


conference received Vatican authorization for. 


it three years ago. 


The new document reduces the Eucharistic 
fast for the sick and the elderly, and specifies 
a number of additional occasions when the 
faithful can receive Communion twice in one 
day — though the discipline of Communion 
once a day remains in effect as the general 
norm. — 


THE INSTRUCTION also discusses certain 
norms related to Communion-in-the-hand, 
which is practiced in approximately 15 
countries throughout the world. 


(The Holy See permits national conferences 
of bishops to authorize reception of 
Communion-in-the-hand on an optional basis. 
The U.S. bishops have not sought this permis- 
sion and the practice is not authorized in this 
country.) 


“Christ the Lord has left to the Church, his 


spouse, a testament of his immense love,” the 


instruction states. 


“PRESENT-DAY conditions... demand that, 
while the utmost reverence owing to such a 
sacrament is constantly maintained, greater 
access to Holy Communion should ‘be made 
possible so that the faithful, by sharing more 
fully in the fruits of the sacrifice of the Mass, 
might dedicate themselves more readily and 
effectively to God and to the good of the Church 
and of mankind.” is 


_ Accordingly, the instruction says, provision 
must be made for the reception of the Euchar- 
ist when the lack of sufficient numbers of 
ministers would otherwise make it difficult or 
impossible to do so; for the benefit of the sick 
who might be impeded from receiving Holy 
Communion by the law of fast; and for the 
needs of those who wish on some occasions to 
receive Communion a second time on the same 
day. ; 

There are various circumstances in which a 
lack of sufficient ministers for the distribution 
of Holy Communion can occur. It might happen 
during Mass, for example, because of the size 
of a congregation or a particular difficulty in 
which a celebrant finds himself, or outside of 
Mass when the number of sick in hospitals and 
similar institutions requires many ministers. 


TO PROVIDE FOR these and similar occa- 
sions, all diocesan bishops throughout the 
world now have the faculty to permit a suitable 
person “individually chosen as an extraordi- 
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sacrament bring Communion to hospitalized pa- 
tients in St. Vincent de Paul parish, Bay City, Mich. 


nary minister for a specific occasion or for a 
time or, in the case of necessity, in some per- 
manent way,” either to give the Eucharist to 
himself or to other faithful, 


Moreover, local bishops can designate this 
faculty to auxiliary bishops, episcopal vicars 
and episcopal delegates, and may even permit 
individual priests to appoint a suitable person 
“who in cases of genuine necessity would dis- 
tribute Holy Communion for a specific occa- 
sion.” : 


These faculties are granted only for the 
spiritual good of the faithful and for cases of 
necessity. Thus, “priests are to remember that 
they are not thereby excused from the task of 
distributing the Eucharist to the faithful... 
and especially from taking and giving it to the 
sick.” ; ? 


IN THE U.S., THE practice of designating 
extraordinary ministers of Communion has 


_ been growing steadily since 1970, when it was 


first authorized by the Vatican. In the New 
York archdiocese earlier this month, for exam- 
ple, more than 200 persons were installed by 
Cardinal Terence Cooke to serve as extraordi- 
nary ministers of Holy Communion. Their 
number included sisters, religious brothers, 
and lay men and women. 


The second major section of the instruction 
increases the number of occasions when the 
faithful may receive Communion twice in the 
same day. 


The Church’s current discipline of Holy 
Communion once a day is a general norm to 
which several exceptions are already per- 
mitted. Moreover, diocesan bishops currently 
enjoy the right, under certain conditions, to 
dispense individuals and communities from 
the discipline when requested to do so on a 
particular occasion. 


THE NEW LEGISLATION specifies a 
number of additional occasions when Holy 
Communion can be received more than once 
a day, including Masses in which the sacra- 
ments of baptism, confirmation, anointing of 
the sick, sacred orders and matrimony are 
administered, and Masses at which some mem- 
bers of the congregation are making their first 
Communion.

It states, moreover, that in addition to the 
instances spelled out in the instruction, local 
bishops may grant permission to receive Holy 
Communion twice in the same day each time 
they judge it truly justified by reason of 
genuinely special circumstances. 


The instruction states, however, that the 
norm by which the faithful are permitted to 
receive Holy Communion only once a day may 
not be set aside “merely from motives of devo- 
tion.” 


_IN ITS THIRD major point, the instruction 


educes the Eucharistic fast for the sick and 
the elderly. 


The sick have long been given special con- 


sideration in the matter of the Eucharistic fast. , 


Pope Pius XII, for example, granted that ‘“‘the 
sick, even if not confined to bed, may take non- 
alcoholic drinks and medicines in either 
liquid or solid form before the celebration of 
Mass and the reception of the Eucharist with- 
out any restriction.” 


THE NEW RULES reduce the Eucharistic 
fast from food and alcoholic drink to approx- 
imately one quarter of an hour for the follow- 
ing persons: 

— The sick in hospitals or in their own homes, 
even if they are not confined to bed. 

— The faithful advanced in age who must 
remain at home because of age or who are liv- 
ing in a home for the aged. 

— Sick priests, even if not confined to bed, and 
elderly priests, who wish to celebrate Mass or 
receive Holy Communion. 

— Persons looking after the sick and the aged 
as well as those relatives of the sick and aged 
wishing to receive Holy Communion with them, 
whenever they are unable to observe the fast 
of one hour without inconvenience. 


THE REQUIREMENT of fasting for an hour 
remains in effect for persons who are not sick 
or aged. 


In reference to piety and reverence in 
receiving Communion-in-the-hand, the instruc- 
tion asks that the greatest care and reverence 
be shown in receiving Communion in this 
manner. It also reaffirms the need for proper 
catechesis before the practice of Communion- 
in-the-hand is introduced.

VATICAN CITY (RNS) — 
Vatican documents show 


that Pope Pius XII inter- . 


vened without success with 
dictator Benito Mussolini 
and King Victor Emmanuel 
to have Italy pull out of 
World War II in 1943 to save 
the country from an Allied 
onslaught. 


The late pontiffs efforts 
to have Italy withdraw from 
the war ‘on honorable 
terms” were disclosed in 
the latest Vatican docu- 
ments concerning the papa- 
cy’s role in World War Il 
from November 1942 to 
December 1943, and Vati- 
can efforts to help war vic- 
tims from 1939 through 
December 1940.

Evangelism need 
to convert cited 


In WASHINGTON, D.C., 

Father John Burke, OP, 
founder-director of the 
Word of God | Institute, 
expressed concern that 
only 79,012 unchurched 
adults were converted to 
Catholicism last year.

“There’s no structure for 
evangelism in the Catholic 
Church today — no national 
office of evangelism.”

Church. 


The council — 60 bishops, 
priests, sisters and lay 
people — is studying the 
development of pastoral 
councils on parish, dioce- 
san and national levels. 


Westminster 
to join council? 


In LONDON, the West- 
minster Diocesan Pastoral 
Council overwhelmingly 
urged that the archdiocese 
join the British Council of 
Churches, now embracing 


more than 20 denomina- 
tions. ; 

The action is an “ad- 
visory” and not binding on 
the archdiocese which now 
is represented only by 
observer-consultants on the 
council.

In VATICAN CITY, Pope 
Paul received President’”

After the audience Thieu 
said he and the Pope dis- 
cussed “all problems” of 
peace in Vietnam and the 
fate of prisoners held by 
his government. Thieu said 
there are no “political” 
prisoners, but only the 
“common criminal and the 
Communist criminal.”

It’s a 
vast body of knowledge 
which still ends up in mys- 
tery. 

It makes the mystery of 
the Resurrection stand out 

<in bold relief as the basis 
for Christian hope. 


DEDICATED POVERTY by 
Father Philip Mulhern, OP. 
N.Y., Alba House 246 pages, 
$5.95. 


_ What is the place of pov- 
erty in a life of Christian 
dedication? Father Mul- 
hern investigates this ques- 
tion in a well-researched 
volume intended for laity 
as well as religious. 


His book captures the 
reader’s interest by study- 
ing the history of poverty as 
a virtue. He pays special 
attention to evangelical 
poverty as Christ lived it 
and as it was understood by 
Saints Basil, Augustine, 
Benedict and Francis. 


He concludes with a study 
«of poverty as taught by Vati- 
can II and as a means of 
personal piety. The small 
print and the long pages of
